Guiteau and His Trial. 

WASHINGTON, September 27.—No reply has 
been received from Mr, Scoville, brother-in- 
law of Guiteau, as to whether he will 
act as counsel for the assassin in 
his coming trial. Mr. Scoville |was 
not fin Chicago when the message of District 
Attorney Corkhill reached there, but it has 
been forwarded to him. The grand jury, which 
meets next Monday, will doubtless 


find a true bill on the indict- 
ment for murder without delay,' but able 
lawyers here are agreed thatthere is little 
likelihood of an immeatiate trial: certainly not 
at the October term ofthe court. If the Dis- 
trict Attorney has desired a speedy trial his 
exceptional treatment of Guiteau has defeated 
such an expectation. ‘The denial of inter- 
course with friends and advisers, if any he 
had, the illegal retention of his mail, the 
opening of his letters and furnishing their con- 
tents to the press, the refusal to allow 
him to see the newspapers, in factthe whole 
treatment, aS that of a prisoner already 
condemned and sentenced, has’ given 
to Guiteau’s counsel ample cause 
for demanding «the utmost latitude 
in the preparation of his defense. Were the 
court anywhere else in the United Statesa 
change of venue would be demanded and 
granted as a matter of course. The 
District courts, however, are pecu- 
liar in that no such application 
can be entertained, and no appealin criminal 
cases lies to any other courts. In civil cases 
the Supreme Court of the U. S. can review the 
roceedings of the Dis*trict Court, but not 
n criminal cases. The only claim that 
counsel] can make in aid of his client will be 
time to prepare a defense. The peculiar treat- 
ment of the prisoner has not yet ceased, for, 
in conversation yesterday with him, Corkhéll 
refused even to admitto him the fact of the 
President’s death, and Guiteau only knows by 


guess and inference that his crime 
has been successful. The next term 
of court after the October term 


will be the first Monday in December, and it ls 
thought thatthe trial willbe deferred until 
then. Guiteauis adverse to beingtried at 
once, and yesterday pointed out tothe Dis- 
trict Attorney that a community in 
which his attempted murder in his 
cell on two different occasions has been ap- 
plauded by the people, and in which neither 
of those making the attempts have been ar- 
rested by civil authority,is not one in which he 
can bave a fairtrial until afterthe excitement 
nas cooled down. Thesubject of bringing the 
prisoner back and forth from the jail is occas- 
joning much trouble to the _ District 


authorities. Even after his arrival in 
the Court-house his protection 
will be difficult. The room 


isnotlarge, holding probably not more than 
400 persons, beside the officers of the court, 
witnesses, ete.

KANSAS CITY, MO., September 27.—There 
seems to be but little doubt that there is an 
organized gang at or near Independence, who 


propose to rescue those who 
are convicted of participating in the 
train robberies or kill those who 


are prosecuting them. Last night the prose- 
cuting attorneys for Jackson county recefved 
the following letter: ‘*Wallace & Southern, 
attorneys against Bill Ryan: Gentlemen—We 
the League of 12, notify you thatif you don’t 
withdraw your prosecution of Ryan within 
the week, do inform you that your lives wil) 
not be safe. Signed: Skull and Cross-bones 
League of 12.’’ 

The attorneys will continue the 
prosecution and stand the consequences. 
Gov. Crittenden telegraphed Chief of Police 
Speers this morning from Independence for 2 
reinforcement, as an outbreak is expected 
from the desperadoes of Cracker jNeck 
atany moment. The Chief left withten well- 
armed policemen and ten members of the 
Craig Rifles onan early train, accompany- 
ing Marshal Murphy and a posse who had 
in charge the train robber Ryan. Col. 
Nat Gwynn, Adjutant of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, telegraphed the Governor that he 
could call upon him at any moment for sixty 
old soldiers who would assist him in keeping 
the peace. 


A special from Independence to the Evening 
Mail says 10V. Crittenden 
rived this morning and is 
tendance at the Ryan trial. 
following accompanied him: E. Wing, P. J. 
Miller, Jake Schermer, Joe E. canes, J.J. Mo-

IN THE GRAVE. 


Burial of the Ex-President at Cleveland 
Yesterday. 
[Condensed from the Press Reports. | 


For atime itseemed that the rain would 
interfere with the obsequies of the dead Pres- 
ident, but the clouds were soon borne away 
and the day was a perfect one. There 
never was such a crowd of people gathered 
together in Ohio, and from the city six 
miles to Lakeview Cemetery it was one con- 
tinuous wall of men, women and children. 
The services at the pavilion began at 10 
o’clock, when, after the singing of Beethov- 
en’s Funeral Hymn, Rt. Rev. Bishop Bedell 
read appiopriate selections from the Scrip- 
tures. The Rev. Ross C. Houghton, pastor 
of the First M. E. Church, made asbort and 
affecting prayer. The Rev. Isaac Errett, 
of Cincinnati, then delivered the address 
of the day, taking for bis text the verse: 
‘And the archers shot at King Josiah, and 
the King said to his servants, Have me 
away, forIamsore wounded. His servants 
therefore took him out of that chariot and 
put himinthe second chariot that he had, 
and they brought him to Jerusalem, and he 
died, and was buried in one of the sepulchars 
of his father, and all India and Jerusalem 
mourned for Josiah, and Jeremiah lamented 
for Josiah, and all the singing men and the 
singing women spake of Josiah in their lamen- 
tations to this day, and made them an ordi- 
nance in Israel. And behold they are writ- 
ten im their lamentations.’’ 

Dr. Errett’s speech was nota lengthy one, 
but it was marked with close thought and deep 
emotion, and the impassioned grief which the 
eloquent minister phrased swayed the im- 
mense audience as with an enchauter’s wand. 
At the conclusion of the address the Rev. 
Jabez Hall then read Garfield’s favorite 
hymn, ‘‘Ho, reapers of life’s harvest,” after 
which at 11:45 be delivered the nal prayer 
and benediction. After this there were a few 
moments of commotion, and the _ sad 
strains of ‘‘Nearer, my God, to Thee” rose 
from the Washington Marine Band, and the 
funeral procession began to move at 1:55 
o’clock. The order of the procession followed 
the printed list. A series of heavy showers 
delayed the procession, and it was 3:30 o’clock 
when the cortege entered the burial grounds. 
At the grave Chaplain J. H. Jones, of the 
Forty-second Regiment of Onio, made the ad- 
dress, and tke exercises closed with benedic- 
tion by President Hinsdale, of Hiram College. 
After the ceremony the procession formed 
for the return 1n the same manner as it went 
out. Onlytwoof the President’s poys left 
their carriages during the funeral exercises 
on tbe grounds. The balance of the family 
remained in the coaches. The casket was 
placed in a vaultin the cemetery. as it was 
sone. eg to get the grave ready in the time, 
and it will still be a few days before the final 
interment takes place. 

At Mrs. Garfield’s suggestion the casket 
containing the late President was well en- 
closed in 4n iron cage; then a cement wall will 
be built around this of sufficient strength to 
resist all attempts to remove the body, and of 
dimension and length to form the foundation 
for the proposed monument. The Mayor of 
the citv has detailed a police force to be on 
duty continuously until the tinal interment. 

It is estimated that 250,000 people were on 
the streets of Cleveland yesterday, of whom 
nearly 150,000 were strangers. 


THE KA-KHYANS. 


A Race of Heathens Whom It is 
Thought Advisable to Convert. 
From the New York Times. 


There are no more singular types of heath- 
ens than the Ka-Khyans, who live ina section 
ofthe Burmese Empire, and among whom 
the brave little band of missionaries whom 
the Baptist clergy of Brooklyn recently bid 
an affectionate adieu are to carry on their 
Christian labors. The people are ruled by King 
Theebaw, of whom the missionaries speak 
in unflattering terms as the most cruel and 
wicked King who ever held sway in the em- 
pire. The Rev.Wm. H. Roberts, who is 
the senior member of the missionary band, 
first visited the domains in 1877, and received 
peremptory orders,in common with other 
Christian workers, to quit the country about 
the time thut the chearful monarch,to appease 
a sanguinary vengeance, broke the necks of 
ninety of his near relatives with rods of bam- 
boo. Having escaped the malignant inten- 
tions of the sovereign, Missionary Roberts 
returned to America, and after a vear’s so- 
journ returns to his chosen field with new as- 
sistants to labor for the conversionof a class 
who seem tothe lay mind to afford the most 
unpromising material for successful evange- 
lization. Tae Ka-Kbyans dwell upon moun- 
tain heights, and refuse intheir unconverted 
state to credit the existence of any sort of 
supreme being or power, regarding with ut- 
ter contempt those who bow down in worship 
to idols or any other type of gods. Strangely 
enough, however, while these people believe 
innoGod, they entertain, according to the 
testimony of the missionaries, a lively belief 
in the existence of demons. They fancy the 
mountainsin which they dwell to be peopled 
with evil. spirits, whom they holdin awe, 


and whose anger they dread with in- 
describable fear. While they will 
receive any form of benefit or 


blessing with cold and silent indifference, 
they are keenly alive to visitations of evil and 
wil cepey d offer up sacrifices to appease the 
wrath of the mythical demons of the moun- 
tains, employing as a sacrifice sometimes a 
buffalo or bullock, at others pigs and fowl. 
Should a landslide or any other natural dis- 
turbance occur they regard it as the work of 
the incensed evil spirits, and by offering sac- 
rifices will seek to prevail upon them not to 
repeat their unwelcome and disastrous mani- 
festations of anger. They often keep quanti- 
ties of fowl and other sacrificial animals in- 
closed in pens for immediate use in case of 
need, and will not sell or dispose of themin 
any way under any consideration, believing 
that sickness or some other calamity would 
befall the people were the sacrifices not in 
readiness for prompt use. 

The Ka-Khyans are one of the few peoples 
of the world who possess no written lan- 
guage. Missionary Roberts is the only white 
man alive who speaks their language, which 
is very strangely constructed. The missionary 
has now under his supervision the compila- 
tion of a dictionary, which, when completed, 
will give to the people a written record of 
theirstrange tongue. There is a curious tra- 
dition among them that there once existed a 
record of the language inscribed upon parch- 
ment, but through a marvelous oversight on 
the part of the person to whose custody it 
was intrusted, it was used in making a curry, 
and was thus eaten up. The work of replac- 
ing the dictionary thus unfortunately devour- 
ed has been in poreres now for 
four years, and it will require a 
similar length of time to bring the 
work to comparative completion.  In- 
numerable difficulties are still encountered 
at every step, just as they were at 
the outset of the great task. The method 
resorted to at the beginning was to point out 
toa native different articles of furniture, 
trees, birds and other things. When the na- 
tive uttered the name it was immediately put 
down in writing and alongside was written 
the same word in English. In this way a great

number of nouns were obtained, but with the 
compilation ofthe list of verbs more trouble 
wus experienced. The difficulty was over- 
come after a time, however, by the mission- 
ary indicating by winks an1 motions of his 
bands and facial muscles what he wished to 
find expression for. Thus the work goes on 
little by little, subjected to constant revision, 
as the natives learn to interpret with ever in- 
creasing facility the inquiring signals of the 
missionaries. Tbe latter believe that when 
the dictionary is finally completed those in 
whose custody it will then be placed will be 
sufficiently converted notto make ameal of 
it again. 


GROUSE SHOOTING. 


An Interesting Sport— How the Trained 
Dogs Behave. 
From the New York Mail. 

I have a good friend in Dumfrieshire from 
whom I have a standing invitation to shoot 

rouse witb bim on August 12,the opening 

ay. You who are not ashootist can’t ap- 
preciate what such an invitation is, but if 
you could only see what pipes and wires some 
people lay to.be invited on St. Grouse’s day 
you would then estimate the invitation at its 
full value. Thereis nothing finer than to be 
on a good moor with well-trained dogs,and to 
see the more than human sense they show in 
Should you not be near 
them.they will stand firm foran hour not 
stirring amuscle. When they are on a point 
vou walk up,always behind them, give a 
slight whistle and they crawl in the direc- 
tion ofthe birds. You coax them on, and 
when the brood finally takes flight and you 
fire at it, the good dog lies down and waits 
until you reload and tellhim to goon. With 
a good keeper who understands his business 
there isnever a word spoken, for the dogs 
obey every motion of his hand, to go tothe 
right or the left or to come to heel. 


Nothing makes the birds as wild as 
the human voice, for I have’ seen 
several broods start at sound of the 


keeper scolding a wilful dog, where you 
would scarcely have thought there had been 
a single bird. Generally we went out at 10 
o’clock (there were three of us) and shot be- 
side aspringinthe neighborhood of where 
the keeper knew we would be at lunch time. 
This is not the least enjoyable part of the 
sport. The long walk up and down the 
Scotch hills, the fresh inland breeze and the 
excitement of the sport all furnish their 


quota towards creating that ‘‘aching 
void.’’ The lunch is always’ very 
simple—sandwiches, bread and _ cheese, 


washed down by *“‘mountain dew,’’ rendered 
far below proof by frequent applications of 
spring water. If Scotch whisky is not to 
your ta3te, a glass of sherry is always at hand. 
My host, who isa strong, hearty man, a3 
‘strong as nails,’’ who never turnsa hair, 
whist the drops of perspiration are running 
off my skin, never eatsanvthing but a piece of 
oatcake and washes it down with a little 
whisky and water. (One learns that the less 
one drinks while walking the better one with- 
stands thirst. A haif hour sees us through 
lunch, and word is given to start. The three 
guns walkinline withthe keeper and his 
assistant between them; the Keeper to the left 
of our host sothat he cantell him whether 
the pace is right, or give him any other direc- 
tions. Wedo not go overa great extent of 
country, but by beating backwards and for- 
wards we cover thoroughly whatever we go 
over. Oneofthe great difficultiesto a new 
beginmer is to distinguish between a gray 
hen (the female of black game) and a grouse, 
for the law protects black game until the 20th, 
and, besides, as black game of late vears has 
become very scarce, it is not considered 
sportsman-liketo kill the hens. One season 
I killed three in succession before I learned 
to know them when theyrose. We gener- 
ally ended ourshooting about 6 or 6:30 
o’clock, and a wagonette was 
always ready to take us home. Several 
lady visitors,in addition to a general, were 
staying at the house; so the evening meal at 
8 was always a dinner party, and, no matcer 
how tired or used up one might be, we always 
appeared for dinner in dress clothes and spot- 
less tie. I shot with my friend five days, and 
we killed about one hundred brace of grouse, 
beside a good many hares and rabbits. It is 
astonishing how it takes the strength out of 
one not used much to walking; but the second 
day you get your “‘second breath” and stand 
it very well, and{t does you all the good in 
the world. 


Yorktown, Past and Present.

Yorktown will be awakenedon the 19th of 
October, 1881, by echoes of the 19th of Octo- 
ber, 1781. With the celebration of the cen- 
tennialof its capture the commemorative 
period which commenced in 1876 will appro- 
priately close. 

The surrender of Cornwallis was the most 
decisive event of the Revolution, second only 
in importance totbe act of separation from 
the mother country. It needed another vic- 
tory, as complete as that of Saratoga, which 
determined the French alliance, to strip Eng- 
land of the tyrannical hope which she still 
cherished and enforce the prophetic declara- 
tion of the dying Chatham, that America 
could not be conquered. But when the 


occasion came the revolutionists 
could not have _ seized it had 
it not been for the pres- 


ence of their trusty allies. The glory of 
Yorktown belongs as much to France as to 
America. Her help was generously given. 
There was no arriere pensee when Louis XVI. 
pronounced to Franklin those simple words, 
“Je desire que le Congres croie a mon 
amitie,’’ and no right of reclamatioa was 
reserved by the French Ministry for the 
treasure expended or the disaster risked in 
provoking Great Britain. True, the estab- 
lishment of American independence would, 
as Frederick the Great had already said, 
more than compensate the Frrnch Govern- 
ment forthe cost of the alliance, but this 
act was that of the people more than of the 
dynasty. It sprang from aspontaneous sym- 
pathy, premonitory of 1798, which permeat- 
ed notonly the peasantry and bourgeoisie 
but nearly all the ranks above. Obedient to 
this, Lafavette in 1777 left his station in the 
army of the King and secretly escaped to 
Georgetown. He was the harbinger of 
victory. 

It is painful, after these considerations, to 
note the inadequacy of the preparations, not 
only for the ceremonial of the Yorktown 
celebration, but also for the entertainment of 
the guests of the public. A happier occasion 
for signalizing American gratitude to France 
can never arrive, but the hospitality which 
has been extended to the descendants of for- 
eign officers engaged inthe Revolution is un- 
werthy of the nation of fifty millions which 
then had {ts birth. Doubtless influenced by 
the example of Congress, but few of the 
States have made any provision to be repre- 
sented in the commemoration. New York 
herselfis puttothe blush by Commonwealtbs 
of far less pride and pretensions.

Importing Pictures, 

= _ From a New York Letter. 

Speaking of picture importation, it may be 
added thatit will not equal former years, 
simply because the supply is not adequate. 
The immense demand for first-class foreign 
works has almost stripped the Paris dealers 
of their gems,and the best productions of 
foreign masters are now found in this city. 
A. T. Stewart set the example when he paid 
$40,000 for a Rosa Bonheur and 360,000 for a 
Meissonier, and since his death Judge Hilton 
and William H. Vanderbilt have maintained 
the system. The immense wealth of these 
capitalists enables themto outbid European 
Princes in the patronage of art. Hence many 
ofthe French gentry who are in want of 
money have been selling their gems to Amer- 
ican amateurs, andeven pictures imported 
into New York ten years ago have been ship- 
ped back to Paris, and resold to this very 
class of men at enormous profits. The best 
painters of Paris and other art centers have 
been continually raising their prices, and are 
so crowded with orders that the latter should 
be given six months or a year in advance, in 
order to insure success. Underthese circum- 
stances importations of pictures will be 
abated, and this will give a better chance to 
our native artists. | 


“RUSSIAN KOUMISS. 


Summer Resorts Where Milk Wine is 
Substituted for Water. 
From the New York Sun. 

The koumiss, or fermented milk, which at 
one period of President Garfield’s illaess was 
the principal article of his diet, is justly 
claimed as Russian by the Russian residents 
of this city, since the Kirghi-es, who have 
used it for centuries, have been for years 
under the Czar’s sceptre. Vinwm lactis, or 
lac fermentatum, as koumiss is known in 
medicine, is commonly used in Russia. There 
are a number of special koumiss sanitariums, 
and koumiss can be got at every drug store. 

On the broad steppes of the province of 
Samara are large droves of horses raised by 
the Kirghise tribes. Mare’s milk can be had 
in any quantity, and there are many experi- 
enced manufacturers of koumiss. It was 
natural, then, that the first koumiss sanita- 
rium should be established in Samara. It is 
not far from the Volga. The excellent effect 
of koumiss on the consumptive patients and 
the pleasure of the quiet country life soon at- 
tracted a crowd of the sick of every kind to 
the sanitarium. Now there are in Samara 
three koumiss sanitariums, kept respective'y 
by Mr. Postnikofy, Mr. Juravleff and Mr. 
Anaeff. There is a:soone in St. Petersburg, 
another in Moscow, and another in Kieff. 

The season for koumiss treatment lasts four 
months, beginningin June. Samara can be 
reached by railroad and the Volga, on which 
river four American steamers ply. The Sama- 
ra sanitariums are all arranged on the same 
plan. A large hotel is surrounded by a num- 
ber of small cottages. The hotel is provided 
with a koumiss room, a gymnasium, a large 
hall for balls, concerts and dramatic repre- 
sentations, doctor’s office, and rooms for pa- 
tients and guests. Three times aday, usual- 
ly before meals, a motley crowd of patients, 
often accompanied by their robust relatives 
or friends, enter the koumiss-room. Every 
patient is expected to drink at once at least a 
bottle of koumiss; some drink two, and some 
even three bottles. The dose of koumiss for 
each patient is from three to nine bottles per 
day. After the first dose everybody goes to 
breakfast. Koumiss, besides being nutritive 
itself, serves as anexcellentappetizer. After 
breakfast the patients are expected to take a 
walk. The guests, divided intosmall groups, 
ioiter in and aroundthe sanitarium. Before 
dinner and supper the koumiss-roomis again 
crowded. After supper somebody delivers a 
lecture, volunteer musicians entertain the 
guests, or a play is acted on the stage of the 
hall. The proprietors try their best to amuse 
their guests, sick and well. 

Orc: or twice every Week all the guests, in- 
valids or not, are weighed in the doctor’s of- 
tice, and the weight of everybody is marked 
ina book. The weighing day is made a hol- 
idav. Theliving skeleton congratulates the 
consumptive on a gain of a pound apiece. An- 
thropophagic looks are cast by the thin men 
at their stout brothers, and venomous re- 
marks are made by the Women who weigh 90 
pounds about the women who weigh 19). 

Sometimes the placid and regular life of the 
sanitarium is rudely broken up. A dozen 
thiee-horse teams come up, filing the air 
with the music of Mttle jingling bells, anda 
crowt of men and women, sick and well, laden 
with heavy baskets, go fora picnic. In some 
picturesque place on the shore of the wide 
Volga the party stops, the tents are put up 
and an orgie begins with champagne, strong 
red wines and fiery Russian volka substituted 
for koumiss. On the next day the conven- 
tional life is resumed at the sanitarium, and 
order reigns for a fortnight or so. 

Atthe koumiss sanitariums, as at all other 
sanitariums, many ofthe sick end their lives 
there, and many are much improved in 
health ; and so koumiss continues to hold its 
reputation as a specific remedy for consump- 
tion. This, of course, itis not, and yetitisa 
valuable remedy for consumptives as well as 
for all debilitated patients. It contains very 
nutritive substancesin a state which promotes 
their ready absorption. Its most striking ef- 
fectis an increase in the patient’s weight. 
The sanitariums afford many instances of 
such an increase, noticed evenin the course 
of two or three weeks. Often twenty pounds 
is gained ina six or eight weeks’ course of 
koumiss treatment, and twenty pounds for 
a consumptive means perhaps a year of life. 

The United States leads all other countries 
as regards its percentage of the consump- 
tives, and summer resorts might do well to 
prepare koumiss for their guests. Mare’s 
milk can be replaced by cow’s milk. There 
is no chemical difference, except that mare’s 
milk is richer in milk sugar and poorer in 
ecaseine. Therefore, to prepare koumiss from 
cow’s milk it is necessary to add to it sugar 
and water. 


FAMOUS EQUINES, 


Kentucky Race Horses Exhibiting at 
the Louisville Fair.

The interest inthe Fair increases with the 
approach of the opening day.

Old Harry Hurley, who is groom- 
ing the renownea animals, had locked up and 
started off fora little rest when a Courier- 
Journalist put in an appearance at the stabie. 
He was looked up, however, and very gra- 
ciously agreed to an inspection of his favor- 
ites. Ten Broeck and Longfellow arrived here 
Friday night from Midway,Woodford county, 
Ky. They are pte ee with two very com- 
fortable box stalls adjoining each other and 
are carefully attended to by Uncle 
Harry, their groom, who was born and raised 
op the Harperfarm. Uncle Harry is apnout 
fifty-five years old, and,though white-headed, 
is quite active. He weaned both Ten Broeck 
and Longfellow, and is gg | much attached 
to them, especially the latter.

WHEN it comes to organizing the United 
States Senate at the forthcoming extraordi- 
nary session several interesting, and to many 
persons new points will be revealed. The 
Senate is at present witnout a presiding offi- 
cer or secretary, and there is no provision in 
the Constitution, law or Senate rujes empow- 
ering any oflicer to call the body to order or 
present the proclamation of the President au- 
thorizing the special session. Three new 
Senators are totake their seats, and section 
28 of the Revised Statutes provides that ‘‘the 
Oath of office shall be administered to new 
Senators bythe President of the Senate.” 
This will necessitate the immediate election 
of a presiding officer, which maybe effected 
under a constitutional clause authorizing the 
Senate to elect its own officers. The result 
will be the choice of a Democrat, and Bay- 
ARD of Delaware and HARRIS of Tennessee 
are the gentlemen prominently named for the 
position. There are now thirty-seven Dem- 
ocrats, thirty-four Republicans, DAvVIs of 
Illinois and MAHONE of Virginia in the Sen- 
ate, which gives a Democratic majority of 
one without either DAVIS or MAHONE, and 
makes the election of a Democratic President 
of the Senate almost a certainty. After 
this election the oath of office will be 
administered to the three incoming Repub- 
lican Senators, and as DAVIS generally votes 
with the Democrats and MAHONE’S inclina- 
tions are Republican, the Senate will be a tie 
on all party questions without any additional 
vote by the presiding officer. If SLATER of 
Oregon is unable to reach Washington in time 
to participate inthe organization and HILL 
and GROVER are kept away by illness, as is 
now intimated, the Democrats may not be 
able to carry out their programme.

AN AWFUL PLUNGE. 


The Terrible Accident that Oc- 


curred on the Canada 
Southern Road.

A Sleeper Thrown into the River and 
Four Passengers Drowned. 


DETROIT, September 27.—About 1 o’clock 
this morning tidings reached: this city of a 
remarkable accident which befellthe day ex- 
press over the Canada Southern Road tothis 
city. Thetrain was due here about 1 o’clock. 
While transferring the train across the river 
from Amherstburg, to Grasse Isle, the trans- 
fer boat was run with such force against 
the dock in the island as to 


throw forward the sleeper, St. Clair, which 
ran along its trackon the transfer boat, and 

PLUNGED HEADLONG INTO THE WATER 
inthe slip. The passenger coach immediately 
bebind it was also forced forward 
and the forward truck fell off and down. The 
coupling between this coach and the one be- 
hind it did not break, however, and soit hung 
oa tt the edge of the boat, 
tilted up at an angle of 
forty-five degrees at one end, just touching the 
water. Theengines of the boat were at once 
reversed, and as it backed away from 
the slip the sleeper which had fallen 
into the water rose and turned over on its 
side, the truck attached toit having gone to 
the bottom. Ali was-confusion. The passen- 
gersin the sleeper clung to the side out of the 
water, tmedto break through the windows 
and 

CRIED PITEOUSLY FOR HELP. 

The sixty or seventy others who were 
pussenger coach behind were  panic- 
stricken and rushed pell-mell for 
the end of the car farthest 
uWay from the water. Some of them clam, 
bered out atthe sides and fellinto the water 
Others of the passengers who stood on the 
deck of the boat sawthe danger of those in 
the stream andfplunged in to rescue them. As 
soon as possible the passengers and train 
men clambered on the top of the coach that 
was floating in the water, broke open 
the windows and pulled outthe dripping oc- 
cupants. When all inside had been rescue4- 
the work of comparing notes was begun. It was 
found that of the fourteen passengers inthe 
sleeper 


in the 


THREE WERE MISSING. 

The darkness of the night, the confusion and 
the factthat nearly all the passengers were 
strangers to each other makes it possible that 
all were rescued, butit also leaves a painful 
uncertainty as to whethei there are notseveral 
persons drowned. Six passengers went down 
withthe car. They were rescued with the 
exception of aman named Bloom, who occu- 
pied section 1l. <A careful search for him 


was made, but he had not been found 
at last accounts. Fortunately not 
a single berth had been made 


up or there might have been a serious loss of 
liie. The following is alist of the passengers 
as near as can be gathered: Miss Louise Sev- 


ers, Pipa New York; Miss Reed, 
of Chicago; rs. Dale, a lady friend 
of Mrs. Carroll, wife of General Super- 
intendent; Mrs. Douglass Watson, 
Philo Allen, Mrs. Rothburne and 
daughter, a gentleman and laity, names 
unknown, Mr. Bloom, John K. Keep. Mr. 


Bloom, as already mentioned. is missing. N. 
Oliver, of Chicago, was one 
of the passenger’s on the car. 
Hie lost all his baggage. He had on his slip- 
pers at the time and lost his boots also. He 
describes the scene as one of great 
excitementand contusion. One passenger 
GALLANTLY JUMPED INTO THE RIVER 
when he heard a woman scream, but was car- 
ried down by the current. He was finally res- 


cued by a boat that was lowered. J. T. 
Watson, of Helena, Ark., lost his 
satchel. He was standing on the deck 


of the transfer boat, and saw. that a collision 
was imminent.As the boat approached thejdock 
she was apparently going at full speed, and he 
remarked to Oliver that she was going to 
strike the pier. He was standingonthe bridge 
of the boat at the time and ran down 
stairs. He sawsome ladies standing on the 
rear platform of the car, and tried to get 
them off, but was too late, and 
was horrified to see the car go over. In 
the car among the lady passengers in 
the sleeper St. Clair who were preciptated 
into the water were Miss Louise 
Severs, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., and 
Miss Reed, of Chicago. They were sitting on 
the side of the car that turned uppermost. As 
the car fell into the water they clung 
to their seats, and when thefsleeper turned on 
its side the water rushed intothe car, wet- 
tin them thoroughly. They clun 

to their seats and were soon rescued through 
the windows, which were brokenopen. They 
lost all their baggage.

A Meeting of the Board of Public 
Improvements. 


A Health Officer Discovers More Small 
Pox—A Death at Quaran- 
tine—Notes. . 


The Board of Public Improvements met at 
10a. m.to-day. Among the permits issued by 
the President was one to the Bell Telephone 
Company to erect telephone poles on various 
streets. He also reported requisitions signed 
on the recommendation of the Work-house 
Committee for meat for September, and forred 
and fire bricks. The report was approved. 

The Street Commissioner reported the alley 
in block 192 obstructed by ashed. Referred to 
City Counselor. 

On the Commissioner’s report instructions 


were given to remove certain obstructions from 
Lambdadie to St. Louis avenue. 

The Comirissioner submitted a plan of Craw- 
ford’s and Frank’s subdivision,which was ap- 
proved. 

Permission was refused to John B. Haas to 
dig a well on Eleventh, near Buchanan street. 
Permission was given to Lawrence Cavanaugh 
to dig a well on Grand and Cass avenues, con- 
ditioned on his making arrangement to carry 
off the waste water. 

Mr. Leo Rassieur, attorney of the School 
Board, presented a draft of an ordinance for 
opening Bellavenue. Theordinance was rec- 
ommended to the Municipal Assembly by an 
unanimous vote. 

A model of White’s patent slop box pre- 
sented by the Water Commissioner was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Water-works and 
afterwards recommended by the committee.

SMALL-POX DOWN TOWN. 

A case of small-pox was discovered down 
town this morning. Heretofore all the cases 
have been up town inthe neighborhood of the 
Carr Lane Schoo]. This time the victim is a 
middle-aged tailor named Mart Lorenzen, 
whose place of business is at No.113 Vine street. 
He was taken sick a few days ago 
andthe attending physician could not fully 
make up his mind until to-day as to the aul- 
ment of his patient. This morning he decided 
that Lorenzen; was acase of small-pox. The 
Health Commissioner was notified and Drs. 
Luedeking and Carson visited Lorenzen at his 
residence, No. 911 Carroll street. They found 
his case aS . Ve severe one 
and reported so to Commissioner 
Francis, with the recommendation that as 
the housein which Lorenzen lives is a large 
eight-room building, he be not removed to the 
Small pox Hospital, as they deemit possible to 
sufficiently isolate him in. his home. The 
tiealth Commissioner has, in accordance with 
this recommendation, decided to let Lorenzen 
stay where heis, andtie afilicted man’s two 
daughters will act as his nurses. The law up- 
on this pointis as follows, beiug section 2 of 
ordinance No. 10,998: 

Whenever the Health Commissioner shall 
become apprised or informed that any persun 
or persons residingin any private residence, 
house or dwelling within the limits of the city 
of St. Lonis are suffering from any malignant, 
infectious or contagious disease, 
which in his opinion or the 
opinion of any medical officer of the 
Health Department may endanger the lives of 
the citizens, and which, from the surround- 
ings of the premises, the size of the house and 
the number of persons residing therein, would 
make itimpossible to isolate the said person 
or persons so afflicted from all connection or 
contact with other persons residing in the 
same house (except the nurses), it shall be his 
duty to make or cause to be made an examin- 
ation of the premises and the surroundings, 
and alsoan examination bv a medical officer 
ofthe Health Department of the said person 
or persons, and the di-ease they are suffer- 
ing from or afflicted with, and from and 
ufte: such examination of the ip nem and the 
person or persons, if he’shall deem the same 
necessarv, he shall cause said person or per- 
sons to be removed from said private resi- 
dence, house ordwelling, to the hospital pro- 
vided by the city for the treatment of all such 
diseases provided the Health Commissioner 
shall permit one member of the family of the 
sick person to accompany the sick person to 
ibe hospital, there to remain asa nurse until 
such sick person is discharged from the hos- 
vital. 

The Lorenzen family consists of the father, 
two daughters and four sons, the youngest be- 
inga boy thirteen years old, who was at the 
Carroll School when the doctors called, but 
was subsequently sent home. The father was 
unwilling to go to the Small-pox Hospital, and 
upon the promise that the sons should keep 
away from the house entirely he was allowed 
to remain, occupying the front roum in the 
second story. 

A DEATH AT QUARANTINE. 

The young daughter of Adam Hernecker 
who was taken from Twenty-third and 
Franklin avenue a few davs agotothe Small- 
pox Hospital,died there this morning. Thisis 
the secohd death that has occurred since the 
spotted plague made its appearance here this 
fall. 

ANOTHER CASE. : 

James Kinney, thenight watchman at Quar- 
antine, is reported by atelegram received at 

the Health Office this afternoon to be taken 
down with the small-pox.

TAX TITLES. 


The Federal Court Wrestles With the 


Question of Possession. 


in the United States Circuit Court in the case 
of. A. E. Greenwalt against Ducker et al. 
which is of great importance as affecting prop- 
erty purchased under taxtitles. This was an 
action of ejectment 
claiming under a tax title to recover certain 


real estate situated in the new F Judge Mc- 
Crary says: ‘*The laws under which the sales 
und transfer were made are very confused, in- 
asinuch as from the general statutes there are 
repeated exceptions as to St. Louis county. It 
appears, however,with sufficient definiteness, 
under the acts of 1872 and 41873, even 
when analyzedin connectien with the act of 
Is74 ‘‘that every person owning or holding 
property shail be liable for the taxes thereon,’’ 
Mo. 72, sec. 59, page %. The agreed case and 
ueeds submitted therewith show that Gibson 
sold the lots in question to Mrs. Musser and 


conveyed the same to her by 
deed, which was’ properly recorded. 
It also appears that at the time of 


this sale Mrs. Musser entered into possession 
and remained until afterthe taxes in contro- 
versy were assessed and levied upon the prop. 
erty. At the time of the sale by Gibson to Mrs. 
Musser he took from her a deed of trust to one 
Conn as trustee to secure the payment of the 
unpaid portion of the purchase money and 
of accruing taxes, with the usual terms of 
forfeiture. We are inclined to the opinion 
thatthe tax lawsinforce at the time in the 
county of St. Louis required the assessment to 
be made not uumerically but alphabetically in 
the name of the person owning or holding the 
proyerty. Wm. Musser, by theterms ofthe 
conveyance to her, was the owner and holder 
ofthe propeity forthe purposes of taxation 
subject to defeasance. Hence the assessment 
was rightfullyin hername. she did not cease 
to be the owner,and certainly she did not cease 
to be the holder of the real estate by 
reason of -having executed the deed 
of trust to Conn to secure the 
unpaid purchase money due to Gibson. 
The acts of the General Assembly applica 

ble to this case were designed to enforce the 
collection of taxes through the different means 
provided, and, inthe absence of their pay- 
ment, they authorized proceedings against the 
realty itself which stood charged with the lien 
therefor, to be enforced through the collector. 
This property was so charged and the sale 
made in compliance with law, with no defect 
in the proceedings which invalidates the pur- 
chaser’s title. he judgment will be for plain- 
tifffor possession and tor $245 66 rents and 
costs.

Annual Convention of the Missour; 
Diocese. 


> , 


Episcopalian Gathering To-Day — Re. 
ligieus Services and Busi- 
ness Meeting. 


The annual Diocesean Convention of the 
Episcopal Chureh of the Diocese of Missour; 
met tnis morning, at the Church of the Hol, 
Communion, corner of Washington and Lef. 
fingwell avenues. Delegates from all parts of 
the diocese were in attendance. The exercises 
were opened as usual with religious services. 

The convention meets generally in this city, 
and is usually attended by about 200 delegates. 
When the services opened this morning, the 
church was well crowded with the members 
of the clergy and of the various Episcon,! 
churches throughout the city. The 
clergy, clad in full vestments, entered in a 
double line. Bishop Robertson came last, unti! 
the front of the chancel was reached, when the 
Bishop advanced between thetwo lines and 
led into the chancel. The clergy then grouped 


themselves around the _ Bishop. Rey. 
Dr. Ingraham and Rev. Messrs. 
Dunn and Scheetz being upon 


the gospej, and Rev. Drs. Foster and Wain- 
wright, Rev. Roberts and Holman on the epistle 
side. Morning prayer was then read by Rev. 
Mr. Mann,the first lesson by Rev. Mr. Leonara, 
second lesson by Rev. Dr. Gierlow, creed and 
collects by Rev. Mr. Richardson, epistle by Rey. 
Dr. Foster, gospel by Rev. Mr. Dunn. 

tev. Ethelbert Talbott, of Macon, Mo.,then 
delivered the initiatory sermon, taking his 
text from the fifteenth chapter, twenty. 
first verse, of the Epistle of Paul to the Corin. 
thians. 

Mx. Talbott treated of the inherent power of 
man to save himself, the fact that God worke'!
